By degrees I became known , and 
eomewhat of a favorite among the 
huntera of the neighliorhood ; that ia 
to aay, men who lived within a circle 
of thirty or forty miles, and came 
occasionally to see John Miller, who 
was a patriarch among them.

Sometimes several would join in a 
distant huuting expedition, or rather 
campaign. Expeditious of this kind 
lasted from November uutil April, 
during which we laid up our stock of 
autnmer provisions. We shifted our 
hunting-camps from place to place, 
•carding as we found the game. 
They were generally pitched near a 
run of water, and close by • cane- 
break, to screen us from the wind. 
One side of our lodge waa open 
towards the fire. Our horaea were 
hoppled and turned loose in the cane- 
brakes, with bella around their necks. 
One of the party stayed at home to 
watch the camp, prepare the meals, 
and keep off the wolves; the others 
hunted When a hunter killed a deer 
at • distance from the camp, he would 
open it and takeout the entrails; then, 
climbing a aappliug, be would bend it 
down, tie the deer to the top, and let 
it spring up again, so as to auspend 
the carcass out of reach of the wolves. 
At night he would return to the camp, 
and gi' e an account of bia luck. The 
next morning early he would get ■ 
horse out of the canebrake and bring 
hia home game. That day he would 
atay at home to cut up the carcass, 
while the others hunted. 

By the opening of spring we would 
generally have quantities of bear's 
meat and venison aalted, dried, and 
■moked, and uumerous packs of akius. 
We would then make the best of our 
oin our distant hunting 
traunportiug our spoils, 
i on horseback over land, 
| our return would often be cele- 
by feasting and dancing, in 
true backwoods stvle. I have given 
you soma idea of our huutiug; let me 
now give you a sketch of our frolick 
ing. 

It was on our return from a winter's 
huuting in the ueigbUirhood of 
(in > ii River we received notice that 
there was to be a grand frolic at '<• i 
Moaely's to greet the hunters. Then- 
was no other man within a hundred 
miles that could play a fiddle, so 
\here Was no having ft regular frolick 
without Bob Moaely. The hunt 
•ira, therefore, were alwaya ready to 
give him a share of their game in ex 
change for h.s music, and Bob was 
alwavs ready to get up a carousal
